1 . DURING WEEK OF MARCH 8, PRESIDENT OULD DADDAH SUMMONED RESIDENT 
CHARGE D'AFFAIRES FOR FRANCE AND GERMANY, DAKAR-BASED AMBASSADORS 
FOR BELGIUM AND UK, AND DAKAR-BASED CHARGE D'AFFAIRES FOR ITALY
